They got 
the full benefit of the McAdoo award, 
(purely political) the Chicago award 
and every other award gained by pres¬ 
sure of the American unions.-The cut 
of ten per cent, made some years age 
in Canada they now want restored to 
place their wages back on the U.S. 
schedules, and they advanced the plea 
that U.S. railwaymen are not only get¬ 
ting higher wages but are also talking 
of demanding more.

It 
fears the result of a tie-up in winter, 
but winter is the only time when a 
strike is possible. The union leaders' 
time their demands and threats so that 
if strike comes it will come when it 
does most damage to the Companies 
and causes most inconvenience to the 
public. Every party in ( parliament 
should get behind the government and 
have a show-down now. The unions 
will not abide by the award of a Con¬ 
ciliation Board unless it gives them all 
they demand. Surely the government is 
strong enough to stand by the Board’s 
award.

The leader of seventeen unions, said 
his men were fed up with 'the govern¬ 
ment's delay in meeting their demands. 
That alone ought to make up the gov¬ 
ernment’s mind to resent the impertin¬ 
ence and stand by the Board. Mr. 
Chase cannot brook delay. He is afraid 
that delay would put the government 
in a. more advantageous positioiv. He 
wants General .February to fight 
against the Companies as it did 
against Napoleon in his Russian cam¬ 
paign. Travellers, shippers, business 
men of all sorts, the public, in fact, will 
not be inconvenienced so much in the 
spring or summer, and so he girds at 
the delay. The government’s policy 
should be Napoleon’s “Find out what 
the enemy wants you to do and then 
don’t do it.” Delay as long as possible, 
then crack down on the treacherous, 
cold-blooded conspiracy to exploit the 
* tax-payer^ still further.

Councillors Meet 


For Snow-Blocked Roads 


The postponed meeting of the coun¬ 
cil of the Municipal District of Royal 
was'held in the municipal office on 
Saturday, February 20th. All mem¬ 
bers of the council weye present. 

A number of applicants interviewed 
the council with regards to relief. Ap¬ 
plications were turned over to Coun¬ 
cillor Roebuck, relief officer, for his 
attention. 

Applications for advances on school 
requisitions will be regularly dealt 
with. 

Routine bills were passed for pay¬ 
ment. 

Considerable discussion was held ov¬ 
er the question of cleaning the snow 
from the roads. In view of the Town 
of Vulcan offering to contribute $3(10 
towards this expense, it was moved by 
Councillor Bateman, and carried, that 
the Council will go ahead and h;.y a 
plough, the plough to cost about $(>61). 
A committee of two, Councillors 
.Spaethe and Roebuck, to.have all au¬ 
thority to buy the plough,__ 

Duke of Windsor 
Albe rta T axpayer 

Since 1920 the Duke pf Windsor has 
paid taxes to the government of Al¬ 
berta at the rate of about $312 a year 
on his 3,840-acre stock farm near Pe- 
kisko, in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

His Royal Highness hold a 99-year 
lease tg petroleum and coal rights on 
his property, for which he pays a dol¬ 
lar a year, and oil has been located not 
far distant. 

The Duke, as Prince of Wales, de¬ 
clined to accept any remission of tax¬ 
es, said he did hot desire to receive 
any special favours as an Alberta 
rancher, and he has paid his taxes 
regularly.

Ratepayers Discuss Affairs 
Municipal District Royal 


George Bateman Elected Councillor of 
Div. 4; Thomas Margetts Elected to 
Hospital Board; .McNiven and Gordon 
Nominated in Division 5 

Despite the fact that all roads- lead¬ 
ing to Vulcan are unfit for travel ow¬ 
ing to the snow, about-75 ratepayers 
of the Municipal District,of Royal at¬ 
tended the annual meeting and dis¬ 
cussed the audtpr’s report and finan¬ 
cial statement for the year of 1936. 

Some little discussion arose regard¬ 
ing the amounts paid to councillors 
-for meetings and supervision. Some 
of the ratepayers expressed .the view 
that the amounts paid in this connec¬ 
tion were excessive. Reeve Bennett, 
however, explained that, in connection 
with the claims for supervision, a cer¬ 
tain portion of this represented mile¬ 
age travelled in connection with relief 
matters and also in connection with 
special council meetings that had been 
called and for which there was no way 
of claiming recompense except through 
charging this, to supervision work. 

Mr. Robly Brown made a motion 
which was seconded by Mr. Boose, that 
in future the councillors differentiate 
in their reports, between the mileage 
claimed for relief purposes and those 
of supervision work. The meeting ap¬ 
proved of this motion. 

On the motion of Mr. E. G. McPher 
son, seconded by Mr. C. Sherwood, the 
acceptance of the financial statement, 
as presented, was approved of by the 
meeting. . k 

The question of feed and seed grain 
was also brought up for discussion and 
in replying to the remarks in this con¬ 
nection Reeve Rennett pointed out the 
difficulties that the Municipal District 
was having in getting feed. All appli¬ 
cations were receving the considera¬ 
tion of the council but delays in receiv 
ing this assistance were attributed to 
the Provincial and Dominion govern¬ 
ments. Reeve Bennett pointed out tha: 
a number of the recipients of seed 
grain had been making a practice of 
applying for this assistance whether 
it was needed or not and a number of 
the ratepayers present expressed theii 
opinions that this practice should be 
discontinued. Relative to the questijn 
of whether seed grain would be Sup¬ 
plied this year, Reeve Bennett stated 
that they had had no confirmation of 
rumors that it would be, but that it 
would have to be supplied through ei¬ 
ther the Provincial or Dominion gov¬ 
ernments-if they were to have it, as 


the municipality was unable to finance 
anything of this sort. 

In the auditor’s report, a recom¬ 
mendation was made by him that'!th< 
outstanding arrears in taxes shojntd be 
reduced by tax sale. In response to a 
direct question on this point Reeve 
Bennett expressed the opinion that it 
would be inadvisable .to hold such a 
Sale this year. 

Councillor Bateman asked those 
present at the meeting to express 
themselves on the question of the ad 
visability of the municipality purchas 
ing a snow plough attachment for the 
caterpillar tractor. Several of the 
ratepayers present spoke most em¬ 
phatically against such action, expres 
sing the opinion that the elements 
would do more good in this connection 
than the purchase and maintenance of 
a snow plough, which of course, would 
only be of a direct benefit to those liv¬ 
ing on the graded highways. 

Nominations were open for conn-* 
cillors in Districts 4 and 5 and also 
for representative on the High River 
Hospital Board. Mr. George Bateman 
and Mr. Thos. Margetts were the only 
nominations .made for Division No. 4 
and the High River Hospital Board 
and they were declared elected by the 
returning officer, Mr. Jas. Ferguson. 
In Division No. 5 Mr. D. McNiven and 
Mr. George Gordon were nominated. 
Flection will take place in this Divis 
ion on February 27th. 

Mr. James Ferguson acted as chair¬ 
man of the meeting.

Britain Plans For 
New Feed Supplies 


A. C. Cummings in Calgary Herald 
Records Plana for British Protection; 
Armaments Boom 


Plans for feeding the United King- 
dom during war time have been com¬ 
pleted by the British government, to¬ 
gether with the control and rationing 
of supplies. Large purchases of wheat' 
will be made and stored. 

The United.Kingdom’s yearly wheat 
and flour requirements total 7,200,000 
tons, and six months’ storage of sup¬ 
plies means purchases of 3,600,000 
tons. 

Ten Days’ Reserve 
At present, there is only about ten 
days’ reserve supply in this country. 
However, it is known through the sec¬ 
ret service economic intelligence main¬ 
tained by the British government 
throughout Europe that both Italy and 
Germany are unsupplied as yet with 
adequate food reserves for war pur¬ 


poses. 

The War Profiteers 

The secondary effects of the vast 
armament program, unaccompanied 
by profiteering control, appear today 
in the fact that armament companies’ 
shares have rocketed skyward at the 
rate of $600,000 an hour night and day 
since the program was announced. Al¬ 
ready there is talk of a shortage of 
iron, steel, copper and other metals, 
production of which has been artific¬ 
ially restricted for years past as a 
part of the attempt to raise prices. 

Copper is now at its highest price 
for six years, and the ban on export 
of scrap-iron from Britain has become 
necessary. 

Economists are shaking their heads 
at the prospect of a vastly accelerated 
boom caused by government spending, 
and predict another and worse slump 
about seven years hence. Figures just 
issued by the international labor of¬ 
fice show that the last great economic 
blizzard cost world losses estimated 
at the astronomical figure of $100,000- 
000,000, or an amount almost equal to 
the entire cost of the Great War.

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HOSPITALIZATION AND FOOD 


This paper, in editorial and news columns, has given c 
ood deal of space to increasing relief costs, usually with 
n undernote of reproach to recipients on relief. There is 
10 question that the whole problem of rel ef in Canada has 
eon tragically mishandled from the very start, penalizing 
.ie th.ifty for the benefit of tie shiftless—giving no en 
ouragemenLie the man whb is trying to keep his feet, but 
ather encouraging him to give up and get as quickly as 
ossible on relief. Only the penniless have been eligible toi 
overhment relief projects. 

That principle has been operative for a good many year? 
nd no one can claim that the results are anything but nat- 
;ral. And now governments are seeing the folly of what 
• 'y have sown, and are growing penurious, putting the 
crews on approved relief. They are reducing the grants, 
crutinizing every expenditure and bringing constant pres- 
ure to bear. 

In spite of what senior governments may say about the 
extravagance of municipalities, so far as this area is con- 
srned, the municipalities do their honest and efficient best 
o keep down relief costs without starving or freezing their 
.eople. The situation this year is most difficult for the 
rought-affected rural areas round High River. Yet there is 
lo recognition of an emergency condition in the attitude of 
enior governments. And the municipalities are without 
dequate resources of their own to make proper provision 
‘or families in need. 

For example the sum allowed for a hard hit country fam 
ly of five or six people in an adjacent municipality has 
been $8.75 a month for food and $5.00 a month for fuel. 
\nyone realizes that this is not enough to maintain health, 
in such a month as January of this y.ear. One can well be 
ieve that such a family would be miserably cold and mis 
rably hungry. And no doubt this same situation is repeated 
ill over the province. 

How much connection is there between this insufficient 
illosvance for feed and fuel and the increasing costs jof hos- 
litalization which municipalities are carrying. The gov¬ 
ernments share in the fuel and food costs, but the hospital¬ 
isation is carried by the mun'cipal ties. If the government 
illowance had been even slightly more generous, having re 
ard to localized conditions of cl’mate and productiveness, 
the burden of hospitalization falling upon municipalities 
would doubtless be reduced. Years of malnutrition, of post 
zoning necessary medical attention will inevitably result 
n some big physical crack-up, or in reduced vitality 
amongst the children. 

There appears to be a definite connection between the big 
bills for hospitalization which rural municipalities arc 
■arrying, and the rigid restrictions impiessed by the senior 
•,-ovemments for food and fuel. 


LAWK-A-MERCY 


In times past, from the vantage point of a favored land, 
ve have read commiseratingly of the snowbound people 
'f the far north who have been dependent on airplanes and 
lercy flights for emergency needs. We have read of spec- 
acular flights made by doctois and have- congratulated 
urselves on our open roads and ready access to hospitals, 
ood, fuel and all such needs. That is in times past. In 
ecent weeks we have been confronted with conditions of 
solat on similar— though temporarily similar.it is hoped 
o those of remote northern- outposts. No wonder we look 
bout us and cry “Lak-a-mercy, this none of I.” 

Farther south in our banana belt, where snow has been 
t terrific depth all winter, there have been localities com- 
letely cut off even from train service. Medical help has 
;en possible only by airplane. The Lethbridge Herald has 
e<iuently found it necessary to fulfil its deliveries by use 
'pi:ine. This is unparalleled in its history. Last week saw 
iditions reaching the same pass in this area. The Tumei 
iley district was isolated for the longest time in its his- 
ry, getting its daily neWs, and emergency supplies by air- 
ne. Many Tneg of provis ons were depleted, and truck' 
-iring perishable poods were embedded in the snowbank 
i route to the Valley. 

The little country stores, car. ying no large stocks, have 
uid unprecedented demands upon their supplies, and man\ 
:re looking with consternation at empty shelves. Abandon- 
ng any hope of breaking a way through the ten foot drifts 
•vhich have blocked the roads, travellers have cut wavering 
rails through the fields. Fences are down in all directions 
rowing before the needs of travellers by sleigh and jumper. 
I’hc main highway between Aldersyde and High River has 
>roved impervious to attack and frequent detours are neces 
: ary. The main highway south at time of writing is moun 
‘.ainous with snow. 

There are parts of the district where snow has drifted to 
uch a height as to cover fences and corrals. The farm live 
-tock has been surveying a world with all barriers remov¬ 
’d, and making use of the new freedom to roam at will. On 
.'arms farther south, the animals had to be literally dup 
out, only their noses protruding. It has been qu'te a wintei 
.'or the semi-arid belt.

There is one important dif- 
r erence between a non-essential public servant (and there 
are hundreds) a pensioner, and a relief recipient: the scale 


If jobs had not been created for party heelers with 
i lavish generosity that no private business could suivive, 
he present holders would be bn relief or fending for them- 
.elves as best they could on the land or in some private en- 
.erprise.—Vemoh News. 


TOPPING OFF EXTRAS 


Amongst the majority of staid, law-abiding people of 
niddle-age there is a strong effort to refrain from getting 
ed-eyed over anything. They want to hold steady against 
he surging discontent, the infinity of theories and isms 
hai are working through less firmly rooted elements of 
society.* 

But it is difficult to remain calm in the face of unneces¬ 
sary government expenditures. One can scarcely pick up a 
,>aper without 'noting that some public servant has beer, 
given an honorarium—or something equally euphonious, 
•leaning money—of $10,000, after holding a good job foi 
/ears. These servants so lavishly rewarded, are invariably 
nen who have from year to year been paid good salaries 
by the taxpayers of Canada. If they have not sufficient 
aid away to keep them'for the balance of their lives, they 
hould be put on relief lists, as inefficient in managing 
their own business. 

Then there is that liberal gift of $30,000 to Mr. Ful- 
erton of the C.N.R. on his retirement, after he had already 
been paid $30,000 a year for some years. Surely in the 
course of a vigorous life, Mr. Fullerton managed to take 
ut a little insurance to keep the wolf from the door. 

There is also that generous allotment of taxpayers’ mon- 
y (is it $176,000 ?) to cover the Coronation expenses, ol 
abinet ministers, government leaders, senators and whai 
not, whom we a-re financing on their de luxe jaunt. And 
vhat return are we getting for that ?. 

Another aggravation to the person who is paying taxes 
i3 the multiplicity of commissions. Every time the people 
become too vocal over some real injustice, the sop of a 
ommission is thrown to them. This provides more pluto- 
ratic salaries, for men who could well afford to tiotiate 
heir sendees—particularly in view of the fact that nothin 
•ver comes of these commissions. The benefit of theii 
indings is never passed on to the public on whose behalf 
hey presumably are working. Qu te often the government 
hanges hands before the commissions get through “find 
ng," and a new commission scorns the data already com 
died. 

And so it goes on. The humble taxpayer, and the'ma- 
ority of taxpayers are growing humbler by the hour, n 
•inching his pennies, to keep the commission racket, th; 
ravel racket, the honorarium racket going. Never for him 
elease from the grind of existence, never release from 
taxation. 

There is now a forecast of additional sales tax. This 
■eats down with special severity on Alberta people who 
>ay their 2 per cent, provincial sales tax (for what?) in 
iddition to the 8 per cent, federal sales tax. The consume’ 1 
iays this tax on every necessity which he buys, or if hr 
oes not, the small business man absorbs it, because he 
are not ra se his prices in spite of increasing government 
'emands upon him. 

Any. increase in taxation would be a very dangerous 
love, because people are observing the polite forms* of 
acketeering which go on round government circles, and 
heir observations foster long and bitter thoughts. If these 
houghts are crystallized in reckless action, whose is the 
olame ? 


ABOLISHING THE DOLE 


A great many peonle are quoting a recent speech made 
>y C. J. Veniot, M.P., on the question of continuing relief 
s a racket. Newspapers have given this speech wide pub- 
icity in view of the alarm'ng fact that relief costs are 
growing beyond all reason. 

Mr. Veniot makes applicable to Canada the statement of 
Lord Dawson, King’s physician who said: ‘The dole was 
the greatest calamity that hit England since the world war. 
It made of our laborers liars and lazy men, from which de- 
noralization it will take a generation to recover.” 

The dole was introduced in Canada, not without forebod¬ 
ings, and merely as a temporary 'measure. Jt has now grown 
to be a major problem. Referring to the experience of his 
own home town, Mr. Veniot states: “In 1933, we were faced 
with 1200 on relief out of a population of 3360. We cu* 
ourselves off from provincial or federal assistance, and in 
listed on return for all relief-Our scale was 20 cents a da\ 
'or ten hours, five or six days a week. We gave work, sue! 
is shovelling snow, haul'ng gravel, e‘c. The react : on fron 
he men was that if t' ey had to work forty houis anyway 
hey might better look for something that would give ther 
letter returns. Thereafter many found ways and means of 
becoming self-supporting, and only t e ordinary indigent? 
ire now a charge on the town.” 

This plan of return in work for any ass stance, has been 
followed conscientiously by our own town and man)- othei 
municipal bodies. If it had been realized in 193tf that thf 
•onditions of unemployment would cont'nue for six years or 
nore, doubtless a much larger and more permanent plan of 
public works could have been undertaken federally and 
iroyincially. But within their limitations, many mun : c'pal- 
ties have tried to ma ntain the basic principle of some re 
turn for assistance given. This has been for the purpose 
if continuing morale and ability to work, as well as adding 
o the facilities and appearance of the district. 

But at its best, such employment still remains a toll upon 
the taxpayer, and is not stimulating to ambition. In some 
ireas of Canada there is little industrial development to ab¬ 
sorb any proportion of the unemployed, no matter how wil 
ling they might be to return to gainful employment. The 
movement in search of work has not been encouraged, and 
oo often is a will-o’-wisp, resulting in more desperate con- 
litions. 

In recording the rearons for a continuing relief population 
me of the saddest is the statement that employers when 
ncreasing their stair, do not go to the registration offices 
of unemployed, but draw from the ranks emerging froiv 
high schools, or give preference to some “friend of a friend’’ 
who has kept off rel ef. This is the silent commentary of 
society on the declining morale of those who have not been 
gainfully employed for some years. How are the victims of 
that six-year-period to be reclaimed to self-aupporting citi¬ 
zenship? One recalls the young men of 18 or 19 years whr 
were looking for work in 1930, 1931 and other years. “If I 
•an only keep off relief," was tt eir cry. What has become 
if them. Quite a proportion of them, from poor homes, lack 
mg any resources, must inevitably have fallen back on re 
lief. Yet they aqf_still young, with their livea ahead of 
them. Is there n<) Canadian agency that ia making these 
young men of 20 to 26 their special charge, rescuing them 
from the calamitous influence of the dole, before all ambi-j 
tion is lost. 

It is sufficiently serious to have a more or less permanen* 
dole problem amongst the middle-aged. But it is criminal 
to disregard the position of those whose youthful talents 
and'energy have been wasted in the years between 1930 
and 1936. 


Responsibility 
For Feed Hold Up 


Federal Government Asserts That It 

Only Pays the BiHs, Distribution 1 , 
Entirely Up to Province 

During the past few weeks of criti¬ 
cal conditions for ranchmen and small 
owners of livestock, the position of the 
livestock owner has been aggravated 
by restrictions on free freight permits, 
and also by delay in movement of feed. 
This has caused some concern in this 
district, but has been most serious in 
tlje southern part of the province 
where storms and snowfall have been 
almost unprecedented. 

The provincial government has 
blamed the federal for imposing the 
freight restrictions, thus slowing up 
movement of feed. But this contention 
is vigorously disputed. Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner announced recently in the 
House of Commons: “The Dominion 
government has nothing to do with the 
distribution of feed in the present 
livestock emergency. All it does is to 
pay the bills. The task of distribut¬ 
ing the feed under the free freight re¬ 
lief policy is entirely a task of the pro¬ 
vincial government, and farmers and 
ranchers must look to the provincial 
feed relief organization for action.” 

A statement from the Calgary Her¬ 
ald is: 

“The provincial government during 
January, according to J. J| Bowlen, 
prominent rancher, and according to 
the Western Stockgrowers Associa¬ 
tion, cut off their ‘O.K.’s’ on free 
freight—despite the fact that the fed¬ 
eral authorities had virtually guaran¬ 
teed the province’s share of the charg¬ 
es. 

Subsequently roads and other aven¬ 
ues of transportation to ranches have 
been cut off by unprecedented snow¬ 
falls and storms, with the net result 
that livestock losses in Southern Al¬ 
berta may reach the highest total in 
several years.” 

Stock losses in the south are expect¬ 
ed to be the worst since 1919-20, ow¬ 
ing to the difficulty of getting feed in. 
The provincial government is respon¬ 
sible for this great loss to stockmen 
of the south. 

From Red Deer comes word of many 
tons of feed still available, and no lit¬ 
tle uncertainty as to whether feed is 
or is not sold. Olds also complains of 
delay in getting feed disposed of. It is 
stated that there is enough feed be¬ 
tween Olds and Red Deer to take care 
of all the needs of the south.

Leans are to be made only to own¬ 
ers of residential properties, and shall 
not exceed $2000 in amount on any 
single property. They are to be for a 
term not greater than three years with 
provision for repayment in equal, reg¬ 
ular instalments adapted to the bor¬ 
rower. 

The minimum charge is 3% per cent, 
discount for a one year loan repayable 
in equal monthly instalments. 

No service or additional charges 
may be made except in payments over¬ 
due more than 15 days. No endorse¬ 
ment is required, the sole security be¬ 
ing the promissory note of the bor¬ 
rower.

He is injecting 
into the Supreme Court the very thing 
that has cursed the administration of 
justice in some of the lower courts— 
politics. Where judges are elected on 
a party ticket for a term, a political 
taint is sure to affect the judiciary 
and judges who are appointed now un¬ 
der this new system know what is ex¬ 
pected of them.

A debt-reduct ion scheme, patterned 
along the general lines of the Sas¬ 
katchewan plan which lopped $75,000,-, 
000 from the farm debts of that prov¬ 
ince, is under consideration for Alber¬ 
ta, it was reported in Edmonton re¬ 
cently. 

Preparation of an Alberta plan re¬ 
sulted from an- interview ' between 
representatives of the Mortgage Loans 
Association and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. An effort will be made to 
have it drafted in time to submit to 
the government.before the session op¬ 
ens Feb. 25. 

One factor which calls for haste in 
its preparation is that the plan might 
have an important bearing on any debt 
reduction legislation which the govern¬ 
ment may intend to submit to the leg¬ 
islature. 

The Saskatchewan plan, whicli 
might form the basis for the Alberta 
scheme, was announced in Sept., 1936. 
It cancelled $75,000,000 of drought- 
area debts, one-third of the cancella¬ 
tions being borne by mortgage firms 
and the balance by municipalities, the 
provincial government and the federal 
government. 

Estimated tax arrears of $22,750,000 
were cancelled under the Saskatche¬ 
wan plan. . Relief and seed advances 
also were wiped out. The interest 
rate on rural mortgage indebtedness 
was set as six per cent, all over the 
province, representing an annual sav 
ing to farmers of $34,000,000. 

I’nder the Saskatchewan plan, the 
province was divided into three areas 
I —drought, marginal and the remaind- 
| er. In the marginal area of 158 muni-

The vast sums which have been em¬ 
ployed in building up the Dominion, in 
exploring our natural resources and in 
providing the public services and con 
veniences we now enjoy, have not been 
supplied by the few but have been sup¬ 
plied by thousands upon thousands of 
citizens of modest earning power, who 
through self-sacrifice and the practice 
of thrift and economy, have entrusted 
their savings, in many cases their 
whole savings, to insurance companies 
banks, and mortgage and trust 
panies, for investment.
